Wool  "prices  Australia  rising  since  January  15  on  account 
of  exchange  favoring  buyers,  shortage  of  total  receipts  as  com- 
pared with  last  season,  and  active  buying.    France  and  Germany 
in  keen  competition  at  recent  sales  for  superior  grades  "of 
wool.     Bidding  by  Japan,  spirited  and  active  all  season,  in- 
creased recently  for  all  grades  of  wool.    Estimated  that  eastern 
trade  will  take  60,000  more  bales  this  season  than  last.  (Agri- 
cultural Commissioner  Paxton,  Sydney,  March  19,     See  also 
page  372  for  statement  on  Australian  wool  situation.) 

Fruit  import  regulations  Argentina  effective  July  1  next 
provide  that  apples,  pears  and  certain  citrus  fruits  be  wrapped 
in  water  proof  paper  stamped  with  name  of  producer  and  country 
of  origin  and  be  packed  in  standard  container.  Importation  of 
fruit  in  bulk  prohibited,  thus  precluding  imporation  of  bar- 
reled apples.  Apples  and  pears  may  be  imported  only  from  May  1 
to  December  15,     (Ambassador  Bliss,  Buenos  Aires,  March  16.) 

Exports  fresh  fruit  Union  of  South  Africa  from  beginning 
of  season  to  March  10  totaled  1,396,609  boxes  against  1,809,373 
for  same  period  last  year.    Harvest  is  complet ed.  for  peaches, 
apricots,  and  plums.     (Agricultural  Attache  Taylor,  Pretoria, 
March  13.) 
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BREAD  GRAINS 

European  growing;  conditi ons 

An  insufficient  amount  of  precipitation  throughout  U. S .S .R.  during 
the  last  10  days  of  February  and  thawing  in  the  southern  section  were 
reported,  according  to  a  cable  on  March  12  from  Agricultural  Attache  Steere 
at  Berlin.    Winter  killing  of  cereals  was  reported  in  the  north  Caucasus 
.and  fertile  central  region.     In  the  southern  region  sowing  commenced  on  the 
first  of  March.     Complaints  still  come  from.  France  about  unfavorable  weather 
condit  ions . 

Australian  wheat  situation 

Firm  conviction  is  still  expressed  that  the  final  outcome  of  the 
total  Cornmonwe.alth  wheat  crop  will  not  exceed  190,000,000  bushels,  reports 
Agricultural  Commissioner  Paxt on  at  Sydney.     It  is  conceded  that  140,000,000 
bushels  of  this  crop  will  be  available  for  export.    However,  export  wheat 
of  F.  A.  Q,.  grade  for  the  Commonwealth  is  estimated  at  127,000,000  bushels 
or  13,030,000  bushels  less  than  the  total  exportable  surplus.     Though  it  is 
possible  that  an  export  market  may  be  found  for  this  low  grade  wheat  at 
some  or  ice,  says  the  report,  it  is  believed  that  much  of  it  will  be  even- 
tually ut  ilized  for  pur-poses  other  than  export  wheat  or  flour.      Of  the 
lower  grade  e:rport  wheat  the  New  South  Wales  crop  accounts  for  at  least 
8,00Q,000  bushels  and  the  Victoria  crop  for  possibly  5,000,000  bushels. 

The  standard  weight  for  Victorian  wheat  for  this  season  has  been 
officially  placed  at  58-1/2  pounds  per  bushel.     The  F.A.Q.  standard  in 
New  South  Wales  was  fixed  early  in  February  at  59-1/2  pounds  per  Imperial 
bushel  with  'second  grade'  standard  providing  a  "minimum  weight  of  56-1/2 
pounds  per  Imperial  bushel  of  milling  quality,  bleached  and  free  from  any 
commercially  objectionable  odor".      The  South  Australia  standard  is  60-1/2 
pounds  and  the  Western  Australian  tentative  standard  is  understood  to  be 
62  pounds.    These  weights  reflect  very  accurately  the  kind  of  weather  that 
prevailed  during  harvest  in  the  various  sections  of  Australia,  says  Mr. 
Paxt  on. 

Uncertainty  again  appeared  in  the  market  situation  in  February  as 
a  result  of  renewed  legislation  to  assist  wheat  growers*    After  the 
'wheat  -advances  act'  which  guaranteed  a  fixed  price  to  farmers  was  announced 
as  inoperative  on  January  20,  dealers  regained  confidence  in  the  market. 
Early  in  February,  however,  the  market  was  again  disturbed      by  legislation 
introduced  into  the  Australian  parliament  providing  for  a  government  loan 
for  the  purpose  of  paying  a  bounty  to  farmers  for  wheat  exported  from  the 
1930-31  crop  and  making  loans  to  farmers  in  case  of  need  for  planting  the 
new  crop.     (See  "Foreign  Crops  and  Markets",  March  16,  p.  305.)  Consider- 
able doubt  is  expressed  in  Australia  that  the  proposed  bounty  can  be  financed 
by  the  government.     In  addition  there  is  available  no  satisfactory  explanation 
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of  just  why  domestic  values  would  automatically  advance  "by  6  pence  a  "bushel 
as  proposed  in  the  pending  legislation,  and  also  how  to  determine,  when  a 
farmer  sells  wheat ,  whether  it  will  go  for  home  consumption  or  export. 


Movement  to  market 


United  States 


Exports  of  wheat  including  flour  from  the  United  States,  for  the 
season  to  date  continue  "below  those  of  last  season.     Exports  for  the  week 
ended  March  7  were  169,000  bushels • lower  than  the  previous  week  and 
200,000  bushels  lower  than  the  same  week  last  year. 

Imports  of  Canadian  wheat  for  the  week  ended  March  7  were  slightly 

lower  than  the  previous  week  and  350,000  bushels  below  those  for  the  same 

week  last  year.     Total  imports  for  the  season  to  date  are  nearly  double 
those  for  the  same  period  last  season.

Canada 


Stocks  of  wheat  in  the  western  Grain  Inspection  Division  of  Canada 
on  March  6,  1931,  were  153,585,000  "bushels  compared  with  149,813,000  "bushels 
on  than  date  a  year  ago.    Receipts  of  wheat  at  Fort  William  and  Port  Arthur 
from  August  1,  1930,  to  March  6,  1931,  were  127,048,000  "bushels  compared 
with  87,037,000  for  the  same  period  last  year.     Shipments  \;ere  116,395,000 
"bushels  compared  with  82,369,000  bushels  for  a  like  period  the  previous 
year.    Receipts  at  Vancouver  during  the  season  to  March  6  were  53,268,000 
"bushels  and  shipments  were  47,216,000  bushels  compared,  with  34,583,000 
bushels  .and  28,950,000  bushels,  respectively,  for  last  season  to  the  same 
date. 
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Australia 

There  were  16,000,000  bushels  of  wheat  exported  from  Australia 
during  the  month  of  February  and  39,000  tons  of  flour,  according  to  a'  cable 
on  March  12  from  Agricultural  Commissioner  Paxton  at  Sydney.  Exports 
from  December  1,  1930,  to  March  1,  1931,  were:   'Wheat,  40,000,000  bushels 
compared  with  16,000,000  bushels  for  the  same  period  last  season,  and 
38,000,000  bushels  two  years  ago;  flour,  116,000  tons  compared  with  '.  . 

107,000  tons  the  previous  year  and  136,000  tons  two  years  ago. 

European  market  conditions 

Continental  wheat  markets  were  less  active  during  the  week  ended 
March  12,  Mr.  Steere  reports.     Demand  for  wheat  was  reduced,  but  rye  prices 
were  higher  y... especially  in  Germany.    Marketing  of  domestic  wheat  in  France 
was  light  and  Italian  markets  were  generally  quieter.    Austria  continued 
buying  Russian  wheat  with  but  little  trading  in  other  wheats.    Rye,  how- 
ever, was  firmer.     Some  interest  was  shown  in  durum  wheat  in  Czechoslovakia, 
with  the  demand  for  rye  also  improved.    The  domestic  wheat  market  of  Ger- 
many was  firmer  and  the  spot  price  of  domestic  rye  at  Berlin  gained  9  cents 
per  bushel,  being  $1.10  on  March  11  compared  with  $1.01  on  March  4.  The 
demand  for  rye  was  good.     The  spot  price  of  domestic  wheat  at  Berlin  on 
March  11  was  $1.90  against  $1.89'  the  previous  week. 

A  Portuguese  decree  dated  January  22,,  1931,  permits  the  importation 
of  a  total  of  1,653,000  bushels  of  foreign  wheat  during  the  three  months  of 
May,  June,  and  July,  according  to  a  report  published  in  the  "Diario  do 
Governo",  Lisbon,  for  January  26.     The  amount  imported  up ■ to  June  30 
may  not  exceed  i, 102,000  bushels.    Wheat  imported  in  accordance  with  this 
regulation  will-' /be  dutiable  at  0.80  paper  escuado  per  kilo  (98  cents  per 
bushel  at  the.. current  rate  of  exchange). 

Wheat  'prices 

Prices  of  wheat  futures  at  the  principal  world  markets  showed  very 
little  net  change  during  the  week  ended  March  14.     In  the  principal  foreign 
markets,  all  futures  were  higher  during  most  of  the  week  than  they  had  been 
at  the  close  of  the  preceding  week,  but  on  Friday  and  Saturday  there  were 
declines -which  brought  prices  at  the  close  of  that  day  to  about  the  same 
levels  as  those  of  March  7.    At  Liverpool  closing  prices  of  May,  July  and 
October  futures  were  within  a  fraction  of  a  cent  of  their  closing  price  of 
a  week  earlier.     In  United  States  market's,  May  futtires  continued  almost 
without  change  throughout  the  entire  week.    July  and  September  futures,  on 
the  other  hand,  moved  in  a  manner  somewhat  similar  to  prices  of  the  cor- 
responding futures  in  foreign  markets  except  that  early  and  mid-week  levels 
were  but  very  slightly  above  prices  at  the  close  of  the  week  before.  At 
Chicago,  closing  prices  of  July  and  September  futures  on  March  14  were 
62-3/4  cents  per  bushel,  compared  with  64-1/8  cents  the  week  previous, 
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while  September  futures  in  the  same  market  closed  at  62-3/4  cents  compared 
with  54-1/8  cents  on  March  7. 

May  futures  at  Chicago  continue  well  above  the  Liverpool  level, 
being  about  20  cents  per  bushel  higher  on  March  14.      July  futures  at 
Chicago,  on  the  other  hand,  closed  on  Saturday,  March  14,  slightly  below 
Liverpool,  the  Chicago  close  being  62-3/4  cents  compared  with  63-3/8  cents 
at  Liverpool.    A  year  ago  both  May  and  July  futures  at  Chicago  were  at 
about  the  same  levels  as  at  Liverpool.     Cash  prices  at  the  principal 
United  States  markets  showed  very  slight  changes  during  the  week  ending 
March  6,  the  weighted  average  of  all  cle.sses  and  grades  continuing  at  71 
cents  per  bushel.     See  jprice  tables,  pages  378  and  380. 

PEEL  GRAIHS 

Corn 

The  weather  in  the  corn  zone  of  Argent ina  was  again  high  during 
the  week  ended  Larch  9,  according  to  the  United  States  Weather  Bureau, 
the  weekly  mean  of  79°  being  8    .above  normal.      The  total  precipitation  of 
0.6  inch  for  that  week  was  0.2  inch  below  normal.      Conditions  have  re- 
mained favorable  for  the  crop  during  its  growing  period,  and  it  is  now 
time  for  the  beginning  of  the  harvesting.       In  the  Union  of  South  Africa 
indications  point  to  a  considerably  reduced  production  of  corn  for 
1930-31.     In  the  U.  S.  S.  R.   it  is  indicated  that  the  corn  growing  regions 
at  least  in  certain  sections,  face  real  difficulty  in  carrying  out  their 
plans  for  an  increrse  in  acreage  this  year,  because  of  a  virtual  crop 
failure  in  some  sections  last  year.      Poor  quality  of  seed,   as  well  as 
short  supplies,   is  indicated.      For  a  summary  table  of  the  1930  production 
of  corn  in  20  countries  reported,  see  page  381. 

Exports  of  corn  from  the  United  States,  the  Danubian  countries, 
Argentina,  and  the  Union  of  South  Africa  from  November  1  to  the  latest  dat 
available  total  97,541,000  busnols,  an  increase  of  25  per  cent  over  the 
shipments  during  the  same  periods  of  the  preceding  year.     Corn  exports 
from  the  United  States  during  the  week  ended  March  7  continued  very  small, 
while  Argentine  exports  exceeded  the  4,000,000  bushel  mark.    Exports  of 
corn  from  the  U.  S.  S.  R.,  July  1  -  February  25,  1930-31,  totaled 
1,772,000  bushels  compared  with  only  591,000  bushels  during  the  same 
period  of  19L9-80.       See  corn  trade  table,  page  382. 

United  States  corn  prices  declined  very  slightly  during  the  week 
ended  March  6.    Ho.  3  Yellow  corn  and  May  futures  averaged  53  and  64  cents 
respectively,  compared  with  79  and  35  cents  during  the  same  week  last  year 
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The  spread  "between  the  May  futures  of  United  States  and  Argentine  corn 
stands  at  about  32  cents  compared  with  25  cents  for  the  corresponding  week 
last  year.     See  table  showing  com  prices,  page  383. 

Mill  grindings  of  corn  in  Canada,  August,  1930  -  January,  1931, 
amounted  to  1,056,000  bushels,  and  mill  production  of  corn  flour  and  meal 
to  9,324,000  pounds  compared  with  1,296,000  bushels  of  corri  and  11,085,000 
pounds  of  flour  for  the  corresponding  six  months  of  1929-30. 

Barley 

Exports  of  barley  from  the  United  States,  Canada,  Argentina,  and  the 
Danubian  countries  from  July  1  to  the  latest  dates  available  total  72,466,000 
ousnelc,  a  decrease  of  14.8  per  cent  from  the  shipments  during  the  same 
periods  of  the  preceding  year.     United  States  barley  exports  during  the  week 
ended  March  7  were  one  of  the  largest  weekly  shipments  since  the  beginning 
of  October,  while  prices  increased  slightly.    Exports  of  barley  from  the 
U.  S.  S.  R. ,  July  1  -  February  25,  1930-31,  amount  to  42,714,000  bushels 
compared  with  17,683,000  bushels  during  the  corresponding  period  of  1929-30. 
Por  tables  showing  barley  production,  trade,  and  prices,  see  pages  381,  382 
and  383. 

Mill  grindings  of  barley  in  Canada,  August,  1930  -  January,  1931, 
were  larger  than  for  the  corresponding  six-month  period  of  1929-30,  Stocks 
of  barley  in  store  in  the  Western  Grain  Inspection  Division  of  Canada  on 
March  5  amounted  to  30,085,000  bushels  compared  with  22,904,000  bushels 
on  the  same  date  last  year.    Receipts  of  barley  at  Port  William,  Port 
Arthur,  and  Vancouver,  August  1  -  March  5,  amounted  to  11,933,000  bushels 
compared  with  14,993,000  bushels  during  that  period  of  1929-30.  Shipments 
of  barley  from  those  ports  totaled  10,898,000  bushels  against  4,457,000 
bushels  during  that  period  of  the  preceding  year. 

Oats 

Exports  of  oats  from  the  United  States,  Canada,  Argentina,  and  the 
Danubian  countries  from  July  1  to  the  latest  dates  available  amount  to 
34,8  33,000  bushels,  an  increase  of  55.3  per  cent  over  the  shipments  dur- 
ing the  same  periods  of  the  preceding  year.    There  were  no  exports  of 
oats  from  the  United  States  during  the  week  ended  March  7,  while  prices 
continued  at  the  level  of  the  two  preceding  weeks.  .  Exports  of  oats  from  the 
U.  S.   S.  R.,  July  1  -  February  25,  1930-31,  totaled  8,956,000  bushels  ( 
against  only  413,000  bushels  during  the  corresponding  period  of  1929-30. 
Por  tables  showing  oats  'oroduction,  trade,  and  prices,  see  pages  331,  382  and 
383. 
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Mill  grindings  of  oats  in  Canada,  August,  1930  -  January,  1931,  and 
mill  production  of  oatmeal  and  rolled  oats  were  larger  than  during  the 
corresponding  six-month  period  of  1929-30.     Stocks  of  oats  in  store  in 
the  Western  Groan  Inspection  Division  of  Canada  on  March  6  amounted  to 
11,4-29,000  bushels  compared  with  14,248,000  bushels  on  the  same  date  last 
year.    Receipts  of  oats  at  Port  William,  Port  Arthur,  and  Vancouver, 
August  1  -  March  6,  amounted  to  8,582,000  bushels  compared  with  3,158,000 
bushels  daring  that  period  of  1929-30.     Shipments  of  oats  from  those  ports 
totaled  9,230,000  bushels  against  6,725,000  bushels  during  that  period 
of  the  preceding  year. 

Smaller  South  African  grain  crops 

Pinal  estimates  for  the  1930-31  crop  of  wheat  indicate  a  total 
production  of  10,180,000  bushels  in  South  Africa,  according  to  Agricultural 
Attache  Taylor  at  Fretoria.    This  compares  with  11,140,000  bushels  a  year 
ago  and  3,261,127  bushels  as  an  average  for  the  past  five  years.  Wheat 
threshing  was  well  advanced  by  the  first  of  February  with  generally  poor 
yields  indicated  largely  on  account  of  the  very  dry  weather  during  the 
winter  and  early  spring.    However,  grain  of  high  quality  is  expected, 
since  rust  damage  was  slight.    Wheat  is  normally  imported  into  South 
Africa  from  Australia  and  Canada. 

A  corn  crop  of  considerably  reduced  proportions  is  now  indicated, 
due  to  unusual  damage  by  hail  storms  and  cutworms  and  also  the  dry  stunner, 
which  limited  extensive  plantings.    Experts  of  corn  and  milled  corn  pro- 
ducts, mostly  to  European  markets,  between  June  1  and  December  31,  1930, 
totaled  over  22,000,000  bushels  as  against  less  than  16,000,000  bushels 
during  the  corresponding  period  of  1929.    The  1930  crop  was  unusually 


RICE 

Italian  rice  -production  and- trade 

The  production  of  rice  in  Italy  has  been  increasing  steadily  during 
the  past  sixty  years,  although  the  acreage  has  been  declining,  according 
to  an  article  published  in  a  bulletin  of  the  -German- Italian  Chamber  of 
Commerce  at  Frankf ort-on-the  Main    and  forwarded  to  Washington  by  Agricul- 
tural Attache  Steere  at  Berlin.     This  increasing  production,  in  view  of  the 
steadily  declining  acreage,  has  been  made  possible  by  improved  methods  of 
production  and  a  consequent  increase  in  the  yield  per  acre.  Official 
export  standards  have  been  established  and  every  effort  is  being  made  to 
develop  the  export  market.     Italian  rice,  which  is  of  the  short  grain  type 
similar  to  the  rice  grown  in  California,  competes  with  American  rice 
especially  in  the  English,  Continental  European  and  Argentine  markets.  See 
Foreign  Service  release  F.S./R-37,  March  11,  1931. 
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COTTON 

Egyptian  ginnings  below  last  year 

It  is  estimated  that  1,200,000  bales  of  cotton  of  478  pounds  net 
have  been  ginned  in  Egypt  up  to  March  1,  according  to  a  cable  received  b-~ 
the  Foreign  Service  of  the  Pureau  of  Agricultural  Economics  from  the 
International  Institute  of  Agriculture  at  Rome.     This  is  a, decrease  of 
15  per  cent  under  the  1,416,000  bales  ginned  at  the  same  da.te  last 
season,   and  16  per  cent  under  the  1,430,000  bales  ginned  by  March  1, 
1929.     Of  the  total  ginnings  to  March  1,  302,000  bales  viere  of  the 
Sakellaridis  variety.     This  is  30  per  cent  less  than  were  ginned  at  the 
same  date  last  season  and  33  per  cent  less  than  were  ginned  by  March  1, 
1929.     The  ginninps  to  March  1  of  all  other  varieties  is  estimated  at 
901,000  hades,  a  decrease  of  8  per  cent  under  the  quantity  ginned  by 
March  1  of  1930  and  8  per  cent  below  1929. 

The  decrease  of  15  per  cent  from  last  year  in  the  ginnings  up  to 
March  1  gives  rise  to  some  doubt  of  the  accuracy  of  the  latest  produc- 
tion estimate  for  the  1930  crop.     The  estimate  of  production  is  only 
2  per  cent  below  the  final  estimate  of  the  1929  crop.     The  relationship 
between  ginnings  to  March  1  and  the  final  estimates  of  the  crops  in  1928 
and  1929  would  indicate  a  crop  from  present  ginnings  about  250,000  bales 
below  the  latest  estimate  for  1930  of  1,697,000  bales  of  478  pounds  net. 

Cotton  im'oorts  at  Shanghai  increase  last  quarter  of  year 

Gross  imports  of  cotton  at  Shanghai  for  the  3-month  period,  Octo- 
ber -  December,  1930,  were  nearly  three  times  those  of  the  corresponding 
period  the  previous  year  and  over  three  times  the  average  for  the  five 
years,  1925-1929.     Of  the  216,023  bales  imported,  131,391  bales  were  from 
American  and  84,337  from  India.     The  marked  increase  in  American  cotton 
imports  during  the  first  quarter  of  the  current  cro :  year  is  largely 
attributed  to  the  extremely  small  stocks  in  Shanghai  in  September,  1930. 
Japanese  mills  at  that  time  were  said  to  be  awaiting  the  arrival  of  new 
shipments  from  America,  according  to  Agricultural  Commissioner  Nyhus. 
Large  consignments  wore  also  made  by  several  exporters  and  helped  to 
augment  the  totals. 

The  consignment  situation  is  a  subject  of  particular  importance  this 
year.    Normally  consignments  to  Shanghai  are  very  small  and  hence  stocks 
of  consigned  cotton  are  almost  a  negligible  item.     This  season,  however, 
according  to  a  report  from  Mr.  Nyhus  dated  February  20,  fully  50,000  bales 
are  reported  as  consignments  unsold.     These  stocks  represent  nearly  a.  fourth 
of  the  total  imports  during  the  fall  quarter  and  about  40  per  cent  of  the 
American  imports.    Despite  the  large  forward  shipments,  hope  is  still  en- 
tertained that  takings  for  the  year  will  be  somewhat  larger  than  those  of 
a  year  ago,  when  American  imports  amounted  to  240,000  bales  and  total  im- 
ports to  about  £70,000  bales.     The  tariff  has  given  encouragement  to  domes- 
tic weaving  and  more  looms  are  being  added  in  spite  of  the  unfavorable  ex- 
change rate .  p 
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THE  WORLD  SITUATION  III  SHEEP  AND  WOOL  ^ 
Outstanding  factors  in  the  current  world  wool  situation  are:  (l)  World 

^  production  in  1930-31  (excluding  Hucsia  and  China)  slightly  larger  than  in 
1929-30,  "but  smaller  than  in  1928-29;   (2)  continued  low  consumption  in  most  of 
the  important  wool  consuming  countries;   (3)  increased  exports  from  and  reduced 
stocks  in  exporting  countries,  hut  increased  stocks  in  Europe  and  the  United 
States;   (4)  world  wool  prices-  materially  lower  than  last  year,  "but  advancing  in 
recent  weeks  from  the  unusually  low  levels  reached  in  the  decline. 

A  year  ago  the  current  economic  depression  was  gathering  force,  with  the 
general  price  level  falling, ' wool  consumption  declining  and  stocks  accumulating 
in  "both  producing  and  consuming  countries.     Tnis  year,  exports,  have  "been  larger 
with  stocks  in  exporting  countries  declining.    Wool  consumption  in  the  princi- 
pal importing  countries  has  "been  at  a  low  level,  and  stocks  have  accumulated, 
hut  there  has  "been  some  increase  in  wool  textile  activity  in  certain  countries 
during  recent  weeks.     Increased  wool  production  in  the  United  States,  together 
with  reduced  domestic  demand  resulted  during  the  past  year  in  reduced  imports 
of  comhing  and  clothing  wool* 

The  level  of  domestic  wool  prices,  while  higher  than  foreign  prices  by 
virtue  of  the  import  duties,  has  "been  raised  slightly  in  recent  weeks  as  a  result 
of  keener  bidding  in  practically  all  foreign  markets.    From  May,  1930,  to 
February,  1931,  the  trend  of  prices  in  most  foreign  markets  was  sharply  down- 
ward.   With  prices  in  January,  1931,  lower  than  in  majay  years,  there  developed 

^buying  interest  in  substantial  volume  from  European  and  Japanese  sources.  In 
the  United  States,  the  recent  strengthening  in  prices  followed  a  long  neriod  of 
decline  with  current  levels  in  both  foreign  and  domestic  markets  well  below 
those  of  a  year  ago. 

a/  The  following  pages  carry  information  on  world  wool  supplies,  with 
some  details  covering  the  United  States  and  Australia.      Next  week's  issue  will 
discuss  other  important  exporting  and  importing  countries. 
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THE  HORLD  SITUATION  Iff  SEES?  AHD  TOOL,  CONT'D 

The  statement  on  wool  in  "The  Agricultural  Outlook  for  1931"  said  in  part: 

"world  wool  production  is  still  near  the  peak  reached  in  1928,  and  al- 
though production  in  193.1  may  not  he  much  helow  that  of  1930,  prices  now  prevail- 
ing are  likely  re  reduce  production  materially  in  the  next  few  years.  Production 
in  15  important -countries  in  1930  was  approximately  1  per  cent  higher  than  in 
1929,  "but  ah  out  1  :er  cent  lower  than  in  1928.     In  the  pronounced  upward  trend  of 
the  present  cycle,  world  production  (exclusive  of  Russia  and  China)  rose  from 
a/  2,566,000,000  pounds  in  1923  to  a/  3,232,000,000  pounds  in  1928.     Most  of  this 
increase  occurred  in  countries  of  the  Southern  Hemisphere  and  in  the  United  States 
Both  in  the  United  States  and  in  foreign  countries  as  a  whole,  the  production  of 
fine  wools  increased  proportionately  more  than  that  of  medium  and  coarser  wools. 
The  greater  increase  in  the  production  of  fine  wools  came  in  response  to  the  rela- 
tively high  prices  for  such  wools  following  the  'war.     Decreases  in  total  wool  pro- 
duction in  the  next  few  years  will  probably  come  mostly  in  fine  wools  

"Production  in  Australia  apparently  reached  its  peak  for  the  present  cycle 
in  1928  when  it  amounted  to  968,200,000  pounds.    .In- 192.9  it  fell  to  910,000,000 
pounds  and  for  1930  is  now  estimated  to  he  875,000,000  pounds.    Heavy  sheep 
losses  have  been  reported  for  New  South  Wales  in  1930,  and  these  may  reduce  pro- 
duction still  further  in  1931.    However,  the  season  is  unusually  favorable  at 
present  and  lambing  returns  have  been  reported  as  very  satisfactory.     In  Hew 
Zealand  wool  production  reached  the  peak  of  242,000,000  pounds  in  1929,  but 
declined  to  237,000,000  -oounds  in  1930. 

"In  Argentina  production  reached  a  peak  of  363,000,000  pounds  in  1926,  and' 
has  been  trending  downward  since,  but  in  1930  production  amounted  to  333,000,000 
pounds  compared  with  324,000,000  in  1929.    Production. in  Uruguay  has  been  in- 
creasing steadily  since  1924,  and  in  1930  amount ed/l§ 4, 000,000  pounds  prac- 
tically the  sane  3&  in  the  record  year  of.  191.1.     Slaughterings  in  Hew  Zealand, 
Argentina,  and  Uru-raay  have  been  ususually  heavy  in  1930,  hut  it  is  improbable 
that  slaughterings  have  been  sufficient  to  reduce  total  sheep  numbers  in  those 
countries.     "Tool  production  in  the  Union  of  South  Africa  has  increased  very 
rapidly  since  1924  and  in  1930  amounted  to  337,000,000  pounds,  the  record  to 
date.     It  is  not  to  he  expected  that  such  material  increases  will  continue  much 
farther, .especially  in  view  of  present  low  prices  ....... 

"  At  the  beginning  of  the  present  marketing  season  (in  five  Southern 

Hemisphere  countries)  large  stocks  remained  from  the  previous  year's  clip,  hut 
exports  were  heavy  early  in  the  season  and  on  December  1- the  apparent  total  sup- 
ply  in  these  countries  was  ah out  the  same  as  a  year  earlier.    These  larger  ex- 
ports from  the  Southern  Hemisphere  caused  imports  into  the  United  Kingdom,  France. 
Germany,  Poland,  and  Japan,  to  be  larger  for  the  fall  months  in  1930  than  in  1929. 
Unemployment  in  the  British  wool. textile  industry  and  the  amount  of -wool  tops 
passing  through  conditioning  houses  in  Great  "Britain,  Prance  and  Belgium,  point 
to  levels  of  comsun  tion  materially  lower  than  for  the  preceding  year  «.>_».. .»  '  ... 
a/  Figures  have  hem  revised  to  2 ",568", 000, 000  pounds  in  1923  and  to  3,209,000,- 
000  in  1928. 
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THE  WORLD  SITUATION  fU  SHEEP  AHD  WOOL,  CONT'D 

World  sheep  numbers 

The  number  of  sheep  in  16  a/  countries,  excluding  Russia,  which 
have  in  the  neighborhood  of  1/3  of  the  estimated  world  total,  reached 
291,237,000  in  1330,  an  increase  of  4  per  cent  above  1929.     The  1930  numbers 
exceeded  the.  count  in  those  countries  for  any  post-war  rear  and  exceeded 
the  pre-war  average  by  20  per  cent.     Two  important  sheep  producing  coun- 
tries of  the  Southern  Hemisphere  are  excluded  from  the  above  totals  on 
account  of  the  lack  of  annual  estimates,  i.e.  Argentina  and  Uruguay. 
These  countries,  however,  both  report  increases  in  1930  compared  with 
estimate  made  shortly  after  the  war.     In  Argentina  sheep  numbers  in  July, 
19^0,  reached  4-4,413,000,  according  to  final  census  figures,  compared  with 
only  35,209,000  in  December,  1922,  and  43,225,000  in  June,  1914."  -Sheep: 
numbers  in  Uruguay  are  also  believed  to  have  increased  in  1930,  since 
lambing  during  both  1929  and  1930  was  reported  as  very  good.    As  the 
slaughter  of  sheep  and  lambs  was  unusually  heavy  during  1930,  however,  it 
seems  probable  that  the  present  number  of  sheep  does  not  greatly  exceed  the 
19,358,000  reported  in  1929.     In  1924  the  number  was  reported  at  14,443,000, 
whereas  in  1903  there  were  26,285,000  in  that  country. 

Several  important  sheep  countries  in  addition  to  Russia  also  are 
excluded  from  the  Northern  Hemisphere  totals.     They  are  France,  Spain  and 
Italy,  for  which  no  estimates  are  as  yet  available  for  1930.  Russia, 
which  has  not  been  included  in  any  of  the  above  totals  reported  a  heavy 
falling  off  in  1930,  the  number  now  being  estimated  at  only  100,600,000 
compared  with  134,000,000  in  1929,  according  to  revisted  estimates.  This 
large  decrease  wa,s  caused  principally  by  the  deliberate  wholesale  killing 
of  livestock  by  the  more  well-to-do  peasants.     Hie  slaughter  of  certain 
classes  of  animals  has  recently  been  prohibited  until  December  31,  1931,  by 
a  decree  of  the  Central  Executive  Committee  of  the  Peoples  Commissars.  The 
decree  as  concerns  sheep  includes  all  registered  pure  bred  animals,  ewes  belo 
18  months,  ewes  in  lamb  and  rams  that  may  be  used  for  breeding  purposes. 

The  number  of  sheep  imported  into  France  from  Algeria  during  the 
first  ten  months  of  1930  amounted  to  1,090,890.     This  large  number,  which 
almost  reaches  that  of  1915,   is  indicative  of  a  grave  situation  in  that 
country,  especially  in  South  Algeria,  states  the  "Journal  d 'agriculture 
Pratique"  of  France.     The  combined  effect  of  crickets  and  drought  has 
caused  a  situation,   similar  to,   if  not  worse  than  conditions  in  1920  and 
in  1925.     There  will  be  scarcely  any  autumn  lambing  and  still  less  in 
the  spring  and  a  heavy  mortality  of  adult  sheep  is  expected.  This 
explains  why  Algerian  breeders  shipped  as  many  of  their  sheep  as  they 
could  to  France.     The  figures  for  the  corresponding  ten  months  of  pre- 
ceding years  was  in  the  neighborhood  of  600,000.     (For  further  details  of 
sheep  numbers  in  the  various  countries,  see  separate  articles  on  the 
countries  in  t""is  and  following  issue.

World  wool  supply  situation 

Estimates  as  of  January  1,  1931,  indicated  that  the  appa'rent  supply 
of  wool  awaiting  disposal  in  the  five  a/  principal  Southern  Hemisphere  pro- 
ducing countries,   including  carry-over  wool,  was  approximately  1,370,000,000 
pounds  or  2  per  cent  less  than  at  the  same  date  of  the  two  preceding  years. 
Up  to  January  1  of  the  current  season  the  total  quantity  of  old  and  new 
season's  wool  exported  from  those  countries  is  estimated  at  707,000,000 
pounds  or  15  Per  cent  above  the  corresponding  period  of  1929-30.  Production 
in  Southern  Hemisphere  countries  in  1931  is  not  expected  to  be  much  less  than 
the  1,935,000,000  rounds  produced  in  1930,  considering  present  sheep  numbers 
and  weather  cohclitons.     In  view  of  "resent  prices,  however,  a  reduction  is  to 
be  expected  during  the  next  few  years.     These  five  Southern  Hemisphere 
countries  supply  about  three-fifths  of  the  world's  production;  excluding 
Russia  and  China.

Receipts,  disposals  and  stocks  in  primary  markets  of  the 

Sout he rn  Kemj sphere 

Receipts  for  the  current  seasons  up  to  January  1  at  selling  centers  ^ 
in  the  5  aj  principal  countries  reached  only  882,000,000  pounds  or  9  per 
cent  less  than  in  1929-30  up  to  the  same  date.     In  the  absence  of  actual 
estimates  of  receipts  at  selling  centers  in  the  Union  of  South  Africa  and 
New  Zealand,  offerings  at  selling  centers  have  been  used  as  representing 
receipts  for  those  countries.    Disposals,  i.e.,  sales  or  shipments  of  the 
current  clip  for  4  countries,  excluding  the  Union  of  South  Africa,  reached 
502,000,000  pounds,  an  increase  of  24  per  cent  above  last  season.  Includ- 
ing exports  from  the  Union  of  South  Africa,  which  probably  include  a  small 
quantity  of  carryover  wool,  the  increase  in  disposals  was  about  10  per  cent 
above  the  preceding  season.     Stocks  at  selling  centers  on  January  1,  ex- 
cluding New  Zealand,  amounted  to  only  380,000,000  pounds  or  23  per  cent 
below  the  same  period  of  the  1929-30  season.    No  estimate  is  available  of 
the  reported  heavy  stocks  on  hand  at  selling  centers  in  New  Zealand  which 
would  probably  reduce  the  percentage  decrease  in  stocks  in  Southern  Hemis- 
phere countries  to  some  extent. 

Sales  in  the  Union  of  South  Africa  and  New  Zealand  have  been  below 
the  same  period  of  the  preceding  season  while  stocks  are  heavier.  Exports 
from  the  Union  of  South  Africa  up  to  January  3,  including  carryover  wool, 
were  unofficially  reported  to  be  25  per  cent  below  the  same  period  of  the 
preceding  season,  while  stocks  at  ports  were  estimated  30  per  cent  greater. 
Sales  of  the  current  season's  wool  in  New  Zealand,   so  far  as  reported, 
were  26  per  cent  under  1929-30  figures.     In  Australia,  Argentina  and 
Uruguay,  however,  disposals  were  unusually  heavy  during  the  first  part  of 
the  current  season. 

By  January  22,   shipments  for  the  season  from  Argentina  and  Uruguay 
had  reached  119,000,000  pounds,  an  increase  of  12  per  cent  over  the  same 
period  of  1929-30.     Shipments  from  the  Union  of  South  Africa  up  to  January 
24  are  unofficially  reported  19  per  cent  below  those  of  the  corresponding 
period  of  1929-30. 

Stocks  in  consuming  countries 

Stocks  of  raw  wool  in  the  United  States  at  the  beginning  of  1931  were 
probably  much  larger  than  at  the  same  time  in  1930  due  to  the  decline  in 
wool  consumption  by  United  States  manufacturers  in  1930.     Total  stocks  of 
foreign  and  colonial  wool  in  the  United  Kingdom  at  the  beginning  of  this 
year  were  estimated  by  Mallett  and  Company  of  Bradford  at  478  million  pounds 
which  was  78  million  pounds  or  19.5  per  cent  above  stocks  held  at  the  begij^ 
ning  of  1930  and  91  million  pounds  or  23.5  per  cent  above  the  average  for 
January  1  for  the  years,  1926-1929.     The  increase  was  due  in  part  to  large 
net  imports  into  the  United  Kingdom  in  1930.  which  were  the  largest  since  I922j 
a/  Australia,  New  Zealand,  Argentina,  Uruguay  and  Union  of  South  Africa.

while  consumption  was  below  that  of  recent  years.     Total  stocks  of  tops 
in  commission  combing  establishments  of  the  four  continental  countries, 
Belgium,  Germany,  Prance  and  Italy,  on  January  1,  1931,  were  larger  than 
those  of  January  1,  1930.     The  increase  was,  entirely  in  stocks  of  merino 
tops,  as  stocks-  of  crossbred  tops  on  January  1  were  smaller  than  those  held 
a  year  previous.     The  total  stocks  of  tops  held  in  these  four  countries  on 
January  1,  1931,  amounted  to  52.5  million  pounds  against  50.7  million 
pounds  on  .

Demand,  price  and  activity 

Consumption  in  the  United'States  began  to  decline  in  November,  1929, 
and  since  that  date  has  been  far  below  normal  in  every  month.     The  general 
economic  depression  and  attendant,  decline  in  consumer  demand  resulted  in  a 
rapid  falling  off  in  machinery  activity  in  all  sections  of  the  industry,  and 
imports  into  the. United  States  for  1930  were  smaller  than  for  any  year  since 
1913.    Wool  prices  declined  more  rapidly  in  the  domestic  market  during  the 
early  months  of  1930  than-  in' the ' foreign  market  and  from  January  to 'May 
the  margin  of  domestic  prices  over  foreign  prices  declined  rapidly.  Since 
that  time,  however,  declines  in  foreign  markets  have  been  greater  than' 
those  in  the  domestic  market  and  the  margin  of  Boston  over  London  prices 
has  again  increased. 

Prices  of  wool  and  semi-manufactures  in  the  United  Kingdom  and 
■  Continental  Europe  in  1930  continued  the  downward  trend  of  1929,  except 
for  a  brief  recovery  in. May  and  June,  but  demand  during,  the  early  months 
of  the  year  was  very  low  and  Imports  into  all  the  important  European 
countries  showed  considerable . declines ■  when  compared  with  those  for. the 
some  months  of  1929.     Industrial  activity  was  greatly  curtailed  in  practi- 
cally all  countries  due  to  the  general  economic  depression  while, in  England 
and  Prance  the  situation  was  further  aggravated  by  strikes  of  textile 
workers  in  the  chief  centers  of  .the  wool  manufacturing  industries.  .  Unem-r 
ployment  in  the  wool  textile  industry  of  the  United  Kingdom  increased 
rapidly  from  April,  1929,  until  December,  1930,  the  percentage  of  unemployed 
workers  increasing  from  10.5  per  .cent  in  April,  1929,  to  27.7  per  cent  in 
December,  1930.     The  monthly  average  percentage  unemployed  from.  July  to 
December,  1930,  was  higher  than  that  .-reported  during  the  coal  strike  and 
general  'stoppage  of  1926.  

In  the  fall  and  winter  .months  '  of "  1930  exports  from  Southern.  ..<•■- 
Hemisphere  countries  increased -rapidly ,' and  imports  into  all  important   •  • 
European  consuming  countries  except 'Belgium  were  larger  during  the.  last 
half  of  1930  than  in  the  sarao  period.' of  '1929 .     The  demand  from  Japan  which 
fell  off  considerably  durkng  the , second .half  of  1929  continued  low  until 
the  middle  of  1930.     Since  that  time,  however,  Japanese  competition  has  been 
an  important  factor  in  the  Southern  Hemisphere  markets  and  imports  into 
Japan  from  July  to  November,  1930,  were  more  than  twice  as  large  as  those 
for  the  some  months  of  1929.

I  United  States 

In  February,  1931,  wool  prices  strengthened  in  the  primary  markets  of  the 
Soihsn Hemisphere  and  domestic  prices  for  fine  qualities  became  firmer  at  Boston, 
although  no  definite  advance  was  reported.     The  general  trend  of  wool  prices  has 
been  downward  since  June,  1928.     The  average  price  of  domestic  territory  wool, 
scoured  basis,  at  Boston  declined  46.4  per  cent  from  June,  1928,  to  January, 
1931,  the  decline  in  fine  strictly  combing  wool  being  43.2  per  cent,  while  56' s 
strictly  combing,  declined  48.7  per  cent.     See  tables,  pages  369  and  370. 
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The  decline  in  prices  in  the  domestic  market  during  the  early  months 
of  1930  was  more  rapid  than  the  decline  in  the  foreign  markets  and  from 
January,  to  May  the  margin  of  Boston  prices  over  London  prices  declined 
rapidly.    Domestic  prices  steadied  in  June,  however,  and  remained  firm 
through  September  in  the  face  of  declines  in  the  foreign  market  which 
resulted  in  a  widening  of  the  spread  "between  Boston  and  London  -or ices. 
Erom  September  on  prices  declined  rapidly  in  "both  the  Boston^  and  London 
markets.     The  declines  in  London  were  more  rapid  than  those  at  Boston  and 
the  difference  in  price  continued  large  through  January.     The ' farm  price 
of  wool  on  January  15,  1931,  averaged  17.4  cents  per  pound  compared  with 
27.4  cents  in  January,  1930,  and  35.9  cents  in  January,  1929. 

No  estimates  are  available  on  stocks  of  wool  now  on  hand  in  the 
United  States,  but  judging  "by  figures  of  production,  imports  and  consumption 
for  1929  end  1930,  stocks  of  combing  and  clothing  wool  at  the  beginning  of 
1931  were  probably  considerably  larger  than  they  were  a  year  previous. 
Reported  stocks  of  combing  and  clothing  wool  on  April  1  were  28  million 
pounds  less  in  1930  than  in  1929  and  imports  of  combing  and  clothing  wool 
from  April  1  to  December  31  were  11  million  pounds  less  in  1930. than  in 
1929.     Consumption  of  these  wools  by  reporting  mills  from  April  1  to 
December  31,  however,  was  61  million  pounds  less  in  1930  than  in  1929  and 
domestic   '.reduction  was  about  33  million  pounds  larger  in  1930  than  in 
1929. 

Consumption  of  wool  by  United  States  manufacturers  began  to  decline 
in  November,  1929,  and  since  that  time  the  consumption  for  every  month  has 
been  far  below  normal.     The  consumption  of  all  classes  of  wool  in  the  United 
States  by  manufacturers  reporting  to  the  Bureau  of  the  Census  was  only 
430,104,000  pounds  (grease  eouivalent)  in  1930,  compared  with  585,558,000 
pounds  in  1929,  a  decline  of  26.5  per  cent.    Although  all  classes  of  wool 
were  consumed  in  smaller  quantities  in  1930  than  in  1929  the  decline  in  the 
consumption  of  carpet  wool,  which  is  all  of  foreign  origin,  was  much  greater 
than  the  decline  in  consumption  of  combing  and  clothing  wool.     Carpet  wool 
consumption  declined  approximately  45  per  cent  in  1930  compared  with  1929, 
while  the  reported  consumption  of  combing  and  clothing  wool  was  almost  20 
per  cent  below  that  of  1929.    Approximately  81.5  per  cent  of  the  combing 
and  clothing  wool  consumed  in  1930  was  domestic  wool,  while  in  1929  domestic 
wool  formed  80.2  per  cent  of  the  total.      Consumption  of  domestic  combing 
and  clothing  wool  was  18.4  per  cent  smaller  in  1930  than  in  1929,  while 
the  consumption  of  foreign  combing  and  clothing  wool  was  25  per  cent  smaller. 
See  table,  page  371.  ^ 

Imports  of  wool  into  the  United  States  during  1930  were  the  smallest 
of  any  year  since  1913.    Total  imports  in  1930  amounted  to  162,264,000 
pounds  compared  with  377,235,000  pounds  in  1929,  240,361,000  pounds  in  1928, 
and  a  1909-1913  average  of  207,241,000  pounds.     The  imports  of  wool  for 
cloth  making  declined  32*4  per  cent  in  1930  compared  with  1929,  whil:  imports 
of  carpet  wool  declined  46.7  per  cent.    All  the  principal  countries  sent 
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smaller  quantities  of  combing  and  clothing  wool  to  the  United  States  in 
1930  than  in  1929,  except  British  South  Africa,  whose ' shipments  were  equal 
to  those  of  1928  after  having  declined  sharply  in  1929.     Imports  of  comb- 
ing and  clothing  wool  from  Australia,  the  most  important  source  of  supply, 
declined  17.1  per  cent  in  1930.  compared  with  1929,  while  imports  from 
•Uruguay,  the  second  most  important  source  of  United  States  wool  imports 
declined  41.4' per  cent  and  imports  from  Argentina,  43.2  per  cent.  Carpet 
wool  imports  were  also  smaller  from  all  sources  in  1930  than  in  1929  and 
were  below  the  1909-1913  average*.   .The  declines  for  the  three  chief  sources 
of  supply  in  1930  compared  with  1929  were  41.1  per  cent  for  China,  7.7  per 
cent  for  Argentina  and  57.9  per  cent  for  the  United  Kingdom.     See  table, 
page  358. 

Wool  production  in  the  United  States  reached  the  high  level, of 
336,000,000  pounds  of  shorn  wool  in  1930,  according  to  the  revised  estimate, 
compared  with  311,000,000  pounds  in  1929,  an.  increase  of  8  per  cent,  accord- 
ing to  the  Division  of  Crop  and  Livestock  Estimates  of  the'  Bureau  of 
Agricultural  Economics.     The  upward  revision  of  both  the  1929  and  the  1930 
figures  was  due  to  'the  revisions  in  the  estimates  of  the  nuriber  of  sheep 
in  some  states  and  to  an  additional  allowance  for  wool  shorn  at  commercial 
feeding  establishments.    The  average  weight  per  fleece  in  1930  also  showed 
an  increase  to  7.9  pounds  compared .with  7.6  pounds  in  1929. 

In  addition  to  the  shorn  wool,  61,900,000  pounds  of  pulled  wool  was 
produced  in  1930  compared  with  only  54,500,000  in  1929,  raising  the  total 
production  of  shorn  and  pulled  wool  to  398,000,000  pounds  in  1930,  an  in- 
crease of  9  per  cent  over  1929. 

The  number  of  sheep  shorn  last  year  was  42,784,000  or  2,114,000 
above  1929.     The  number  of  sheep  and  lambs  on  farms  on  January  1,  1931, 
is  estimated  at  51,900,000,  an  increase  of  2  per  cent  over  1930,  pointing 
to  a  further  slight  increase  in  wool  production  this  year.     Sheep  numbers 
have  increased  from  36,000,000  in  1922  to  52,000,000  in  1931..     The  far 
western  states,  where  about.  3/5  of  the  wool  produced  in  the  United  States 
is  grown,  showed  an  increase  in  sheep  numbers  of  3.3  per  cent,  the. only 
state  showing  a  decrease  being ■ Colorado.    The  numbers  in  Wyoming  and  New 
Mexico  increased  10  per  cent,  while  the  number  in  Montana  and  California 
increased  3  and  2  per  cent,  respectively.     Of  the  South  Central  group 
sheep  numbers  in  Texas,  the  greatest  v:ool  producing  state  in  the  United 
States,  increased  9  per  cent  to  6,050,000.     Numbers  in  the  North  Central 
States,  where  wool  growing  is  important,  remained  practically  stationary 
for  the  group,  although  the  number  in  Ohio,  the  most  important  wool,  grow- 
ing state  of  that  section,  decreased  4  per  cent. 

The  average  value  per  head  of  sheep  and  lambs  on  farms  on  January  1, 
1931,   is  estimated  at  $5.35  compared  with  the  revised. est imate  of  $3.92  at 
the  sane  date  of  1930,  while  the  total  value  of  sheep  and  lambs  on  farms 
on  January  1,  this  year,  was  only  $278,000,000  compared  with  $451,000,000 
at  the  Seme  date  of  1930.

I-rincipal  exporting  countries 

Australia  .. 

The  Australian  wool  market  developed  a  decidly  more  favorably  tone 
during  the  last  week  of  January  and  first  part  of  February,  and  this 
improvement  continued  .throughout  the  month.     Competition  was  strong  and 
prices  of  all  grades  of  wool,  showed  some  advance  over  the  low  levels 
reached  during  the  first  week  of  the  London  sales.     Japan  was  the  princi- 
pal operator  at  the  sales  at  Sydney  and  Melbourne  during  February,  but 
Australian  manufacturers,  were  also  buying  and  American  buyers  took  small 
lot.     Continental  buyers  were  bidding,  but  Japan  dominated  the  market. 

There  was  an.  increase  of  about  9  per  cent  in  sales  of  wool  at  Sydney 
during  the  first  half  of  the  1930-31  season  compared  with  last  season.  The 
actual  weight  sold,  was  approximately  150,000,000  pounds  up  to  January  1, 
1931.    Notwithstanding  the  increased  quantity  sold,  the  amount  realized 
for  the  first  half  of  the  season,  i.e.,  July  1  to  December  31,  was  only 
$23,410,834  compared  with  $31,909,353  for  the  first  half  of  the  1929-30 
season  and  $51,309,359  the  year  before  that.     The  average  price  of  all- 
wool  sold  was  15  cents  per  pound  this  season  compared  with  23  cents  per  ' 
pound  last  season  and  35  cents  per  pound  in  1928-29. 

It  is  now  expected  that  the  total  amount  received  into  store  for 
the  season,  i.e.,  July  1,  1930,  to  Jure  30,  1931,  will  equal  2,390,000 
bales  instead  of  2,480,000  bales  as  ori  gir-slly  estimated  in  June.  Last 
season  receipts  into  store  for  the  season  woi-e  2  A  83,  OuO  bales.  The 
decrease  in  receipts  into  stove  .>f  approximately  200,000  bales  for  the 
current  season  appears  to  be  due  in  some  part  to  a  larger  proportion 
being  shipped  directly  overseas  and  also  to  the  fact  that  a  certain 
quantity  of  low  grade  wool  may  be  held  in  the  country.     Sec  table,  page 
375.     The  quantity  of  wool  remaining  in  store  in  Sydney  on  January  1, 
1931,  was  only  467,000  bales  or  about  146,000,000  pounds  compared  with 
581,000  bales  or  178,000,000  pounds  at  the  beginning  of  1930. 

Receipts  into  store  at  all  Australian  selling  centers  for  the  first 
half  of  the  current  season  amounted  to  648,000,000  pounds,  a  decrease  of  7 
per  cent  compared  with  the  corresponding  period  a  year  earlier.  Disposals 
of  the  current  season's  clip  for  the  same  period  have  exceeded  those  of  year 
earlier  by  17  per  cent  amounting  to  358,000,000  pounds,  while  stocks  at  sell- 
ing centers  on  January  1,  1931,  totaled  only  290.,  000, 000  pounds,  or  25  per 
cent  less  than  at  the  same  date  a  year  earlier.     Sleeks  were  still  further 
reduced  in  January  to  218,000,000  at  the  end  of  the  month,  or  33  per  cent 
under  a  year  previous.     See  table,  page  374. 

'The  official  production  estimate  for  1930  still  stands  at  875,000,000 
pounds,  which  is  a  decrease  compared  with  the  910,000,000  pounds  produced 
in  1929  and  the  record  clip  of  988,000,000  pounds  produced  in  1928. 
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Total  exports  from  all  Australian  ports  from  July  1  to  December  31, 
1930,  amounted  to  455,000,000  pounds,  an  increase  of  more  than  30  per  cent 
over  the  same  period  of  1929-30,  according  to  unofficial  estimates.     Most  ., 
important  countries  took  larger  quantities,  Belgium  "being  the  only  one 
talcing  a  reduced  amount.      Exports,  from  Sydney  to  the  various  countries 
increased  as  follows:    United  Kingdom,  36  per  cent;  France,  10  per  cent; 
Germany,  28  per  cent,  and  Japan,  85  per  cent.    Exports  to  the  United 
States  amounted  to  5,179,000  pounds,  an  increase' of  94  per  cent.    The  un- 
official figures  cited. indicate  a  reversal  of  the  ex-port  situation  for 
the  year  ended  June  30,  1930,  when  total  Australian  wool  exports  were 
8.1  per  cent  smaller  than  in  the  preceding  year,  according  to  official 
returns.     The  United  States  and  France  were  the  only  countries  credited 
with  taking  more  wool  direct  from  Australia  in  the  year  ended  June  30, 
1930,  than  a  year  earlier.     See  table,  page  378. 

Seasonal  conditions  are  at  present  very  satisfactory  throughout  ■ 
Australia.    However,  as  a  result  of  losses  of  sheep  during  1S30,  especially 
in  Hew  South  Wales  where  over  half  the  Australian  wool  clip  is.  grown,  i-t 
seems  probable  that  there  will  be  a  still  further  slight  reduction  in  the 
Australian  clip  this  year.     Low  wool  prices  have  been  a,  contributing  factor 
in  bringing  about  heavier  slaughter  of  both  sheep  and  lambs.       Sheep  slaugh 
ter  for  export  from  Australia  in  1930  amounted  to  727,000  carcasses  com- 
pared with  only  353,000  carcasses  in  1929,  while  lamb  slaughter  for  export 
amounted  to  2,221,000  carcasses  against  1,369,000  in  1929.      As  slaughter 
for  export  constitutes  in  the  neighborhood  of  18  per  cent  of  total  slaugh- 
ter, it  seems  probable  that  about  16,000,000  sheep  and  lambs  were 
slaughtered  for  consumption  and  export  in  1930  compared  with  about 
10,000,000  in  1929  and/official  estimate  of  13,000,000  in  1927. 
Slaughter  reached  as  high  a  figure  as  15,000,000  in  the  years,  1919  and 
1922,  and  as  high  as  16,000,000  in  1910. 

Sheep  numbers  in  Australia  reached  record  proportions  at  the  begin- 
ning of  1930.      Of  the.  total  number  of  106,000,000'  almost  half  -  or.  . 
50 ., 740 , 000 •  were  in  Hew  South  Wales.    While  the  number  in  that  state  was 
large  at  the  beginning  of  1930,  it  was  below  the  54,630,000  reported  at 
the  beginning  of  1927.    Extremely  dry  weather  caused  losses  during  1930, 
which  combined  with  heavier  slaughter  points  to  fewer  numbers  at  the 
beginning  of  1931  than  at  the  same  period  of  1930. 

In  Queensland  sheep  numbered  20,324,000  at  the  beginning  of  1930 
compared  with  only  16,642,000  in  1928  when  they  had  been  greatly  reduced 
by  drought.     Sheep  were  being  sold  at  6d  each  recently,  according  to  the 
Queenslander  of  January  8,  1931.      A  number  of  old  ewes,  between  2,000  and 
3,000  were  sold  at  that  price.     The  sheep  were  old,  just  off  the  shears 
and  the  owner  desired  to  get  rid  of  them  at  all  costs  to  avoid  over-stock- 
ing.    Lambings  have  been  very  good  in  Queensland  for  the  past  two  years, 
so  that  some  parts  now  appear  to  be  overstocked,  although  these  districts 
usually  supply  other  parts  of  Queensland,,  which  are  not  breeding  areas 
and  which  rely  on  the  West  for  their  supplies  of  young  sheep.
